European Ruin Would Involve 


America—Starvation and 


Disease Rampant. 


Des Molncs, In.—Speaking before the 


General Conference of the Metliodlst 
Episcopal Church, Henry P. Dnvison, 
chnirinnn of the Boanl of Governors 
of the League of Kcd Cross Societies, 
said: 
As chairman of the Convention of 


Red Cross Societies, composed of rep- 
resentatives of twenty-seven nations 
that met recently in Genevn, I am cus- 
tmlian of anthoritiitivi.' reports record- 
ing appalling conditions among mil- 
lions ol people living In eastern Eu- 
rope. 
One of the most terrible tragedies in 


the history of the human race is being 
enacted within the broad belt of terri- 
tory lying between the Baltic and the 
Black and Adriatic Seas. 


This area includes the new Baltic 


States—Poland, O.echo-Slovakla, the 
Ukraine, Austria, Hungary, Roumanin, 
Montenegro, Albania and Serbia. 


The reports which come to us make 


it, clear that in these war-ravaged 
lands civilization lias broken down. 
Disease, bereavement and suffering 
are present In practically every house- 
hold, wiille food and clothing are In- 
sufficient to make life tolerable.

In some dis- 
tricts there is but one doctor to each 
150.000 people. 


In the Ukraine, we wern told, typhus 


and influenza have alfocteS most of the j 
population.

were overflowing, where health and 
plenty abounded and where life ami 
activity and eager enterprise were iu 
the full flood.

and

| ravaged countries and that 65,000,000 


of our own people condemned to idle- 
ness by lack of raw material and 
whose fields had been devastated by 
invasion and rapine were racked tyr 
starvation and pestilence and if we 
had lifted up our voices and invoked 
the attention of our brothers in hap- 
pier Europe to our own deep miseries 
and our cries had fiillon on deaf oars, 
would we not in our despair exclaim 
against their heartlossness !"

European Ruin Would Involve 


America—Starvation and 


Disease Rampant. 


Des Molncs, In.—Speaking before the 


General Conference of the Metliodlst 
Episcopal Church, Henry P. Dnvison, 
chnirinnn of the Boanl of Governors 
of the League of Kcd Cross Societies, 
said: 
As chairman of the Convention of 


Red Cross Societies, composed of rep- 
resentatives of twenty-seven nations 
that met recently in Genevn, I am cus- 
tmlian of anthoritiitivi.' reports record- 
ing appalling conditions among mil- 
lions ol people living In eastern Eu- 
rope. 
One of the most terrible tragedies in 


the history of the human race is being 
enacted within the broad belt of terri- 
tory lying between the Baltic and the 
Black and Adriatic Seas. 


This area includes the new Baltic 


States—Poland, O.echo-Slovakla, the 
Ukraine, Austria, Hungary, Roumanin, 
Montenegro, Albania and Serbia. 


The reports which come to us make 


it, clear that in these war-ravaged 
lands civilization lias broken down. 
Disease, bereavement and suffering 
are present In practically every house- 
hold, wiille food and clothing are In- 
sufficient to make life tolerable. 


Men, women and children are dying 


by thousands, and over vast once-civi- 
lized areas there nrn to be found nei- 
ther medicinal appliances nor medical 
skill sufficient to cope with the devas- 
tating plngnes. 
Wholesale starvation is threatened 


in Poland this summer unless she can 
procure food supplies in large quanti- 
ties, 
There are now approximately 


UoO.OOO cases of typhus In Poland and 
in the area occupied by Polish troops. 


Worst Typhus Epidemic in History. 
This is already one of Hie worst ty- 


phus epidemics in the world's history. 
In Galicla whole towns are crippled 
and business suspended. In some dis- 
tricts there is but one doctor to each 
150.000 people. 


In the Ukraine, we wern told, typhus 


and influenza have alfocteS most of the j 
population. 


A report from ^7ienna, dated Febru- 


ary 32. S!li(1: "Tlifro nr" ™ttons for 
Ihroe weeks. Death slalka through the 
streets of Vienna and takes unhinder- 
ed toll. 
Budapest, according to our informa- 


tion, is one vast city of misery and 
suffering. 
The number of deaths la 


double that of births. Of the 100,000 
children in the schools, 100,000 arc de- 
pendent on public charity. There are 
irrfVXK) workers idle. 


Typhus and smallpox Save invaded 


the four countries composing Czecho- 
slovakia, and there is hrck of medi- 
cines, soap and physician!!. 


In Serbia typhus has broken out 


again and there are but liOO physicians 
In minister to the needs of that entire 
country. 


In Montenegro, whore food is run- 


ning short, there are but five physi- 
cians for a population o£ 450,000. 


America Overflowing With Riches. 
Returning to the United States a 


few weeks ago with all these horrors 
ringing in my ears, I found myself 
once more in a land whose granaries 
were overflowing, where health and 
plenty abounded and where life ami 
activity and eager enterprise were iu 
the full flood. 


I asked myself: "What if this plague 


and famine were here in the great ter- 
ritory between the Atlantic seaboard 
and 
the 
Mississippi 
valley, which 


roughly parallels the extent of these 


| ravaged countries and that 65,000,000 


of our own people condemned to idle- 
ness by lack of raw material and 
whose fields had been devastated by 
invasion and rapine were racked tyr 
starvation and pestilence and if we 
had lifted up our voices and invoked 
the attention of our brothers in hap- 
pier Europe to our own deep miseries 
and our cries had fiillon on deaf oars, 
would we not in our despair exclaim 
against their heartlossness !" 


Only Three Ways to Help Europe. 
There are only three ways by whirti 


these slrtckon lands can secure sup- 
plies from the outside world. One is 
hy payment, one by credit, and the 
third is by exchange of commodities. 
Jf these peoples tried to buy materials 
and supplies in America at: the present 
market value of their currencies Aus- 
tria would have to pay forty times the 


cost. Oermany thirteen times, 
jnsr double. Czerho-Slovakia 
times and Poland f i f t y times.

ceed $500.000,000 for the use of Cen- 
tral and Eastern Europe.

I mission of three Americans, distin- 


guished for their character and exec- 
utive ability and commanding the re- 
spect of the American people. 
Such 


a commission should include men of 
the type of General Pershlng, Mr. 
Hoover or ex-Secretary Lane. I would 
Invest that commission with complete 
power. 


3. I would have the commission In- 


structed to proceed at once, accompa- 
nied by proper personnel, to survey 
conditions in Central and Eastern Eu- 
rope and then act for the restoration 
of those countries under such condi- 
tions and upon such terms as the com- 
mission Itself may decide to be practl- 
cable and effective. 
Among the con. 


dltlons should be provided that thert 
should be no local Interference witJ 
the free and ntitrammeled exercise b> 
the commission of its own prerogative 
of allocating materials. Governmenta 
politics should be ellrulnatfA unren 
sonable and prejudicial barriers be 
tween the various countries should be 
removed, and such substantial guaran 
tees ns may be available should be ex 
acted In order that the coudiUODl Ini 
posed should be fulfilled.
